ion. 

In diſcourſing of theſe two Points, I ſhall, firſt, very briefly 
acquaint you what Deliverance we are now to call to Mind. 
And, Secondly, ſhew you what We. are'to do, that our pre- 
ſent Deliverance may arrive to its full! growth ; both extend 
its benign Tnflence to the *whiole Proteſtant. Intereſt, and 
be a laſting Bleſſing both to bur ſelves, and our Poſterity. 


Firſt, 1 am briefly to tninde you what Deliverances we are 
now to remember. 

God hath'been' pleaſed to follow vs with a long Succeſſion 
of Deliverances, Ever firice he expelled the thick Datkneſs of 
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\ on Novemb. 5. 1689. 


Popery out of our Country,. and introduced the firſt 
beginnings of a Reformation in Religion according to 
_Scripture. For the Adverſaries of the true Religion 
have, ever ſince they loſt their main footing 1n this Land, 
been very induſtrious and indefatigable, to make them- 
ſelves Maſters again, of all that the Goodueſs of God, and 
the Wiſdom of our pious and prudent Anceſtors did diſ- 
poſſeſs them of : But -hitherto God hath ſtrangely infa- 
tuated them in their Councils, and miraculoully.deteated 
them in thoſe Enterprizes againſt us, which they ſeemed 
to manage with the greateſt Dexterity, and from which 
they did not doubt but they ſhould receive the moſt plenary 
Satisfaction. ; WE, 
This Day doth mind us of two very eminent Delive- 
rances God hath wrought for us. And theſe are the only 
Deliverances I ſhall expreſly take notice of at this time. The 
former of them was effected in the days of .our Prede- 
celſors. The Enemies of our Faith, and of all our Intereſts, 
had contrived to have committed a moſt curſed and bar- 
barous Villany on- our 'King, Lords and Commons, and 
afterwards on all other Proteſtants, this very Day, in the 
Year 1606. And they were ſo near effeting their De- 
ſign, that they wanted but a piece of a Night and a few 
hours in the Morning, to accompliſh the principal part of 
what they intended. I need not be particular in relating 
what our Adverſaries had projected, the ſteps they had 
taken, the way and manner how they were diſcovered, 
and the Proteſtants delivered ; you have often heard theſe 
things reported. 
Let us ſeriouſly conſider with our ſelves, in what con- 
dition theſe Nations would have been, both as to Reli- 
gion, and every thing elſe that is valuable, if this Plot had 
taken effett. And in what likelihood our Adverlſarics 
were of accompliſhing their own purpoſes. Their Plot 
was laid and -managed with the molt contrived Secrecy 
there was no knowledg of it in order to a human Pre- 
vention : It was brought juſt to the point of Execution. - 
And was there ever any Deſign laid, which ſhould have 
bzen ſo formidable and full of Dread and Conſternation 
in the Execution of i:, as this- muſt have been, if it had. 
not been prevented ? lf the Papilts had then ſucceeded, 
| | C What 
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What moſt the Conſequences have been ? What Treat- 
ment and Ufage muſt Proteſtants then have ? 
None more gentle than would ſuit with the Tempers 
and Principles of thoſe who could deliberately deviſe, ant 
with thovghtfulneſs perpetrate ſo horrid, fo bloody, ſo 
cruel a Projett as this was. 

Well, God diſappointed the' Hopes of the Papiſts at 
this time, and miraculouſly preſerved thoſe who were rhus ap- 

med to die. Surely this Deliverance, 'if r)ghtly appre- 

ed and weighed by Enghth Proteſtants, ſhould power- 
fully engage them to a very obſervant and dutiful Beha- 
viour towards God. 

But this is not the only Deliverance we are now to re- 
member. This Day Yoth mind us of another, ſingular 
and admirable in all its Circamſtances, and which made its 
Entrance amongft vs, this Day the laſt Year. 7 need not 
fay much concerning this Deliverance, you all know the 
main Particufars of It + your own Senfes can be your Mo- 
nitors. Would God we had all Hearts to make an tm- 

vement of it anſwerably to what we can every one in- 
orm our ſelves concerning it. In what Eftate did you 
apprehend your felves to be, before God was pleaſed 
10 grant you this Deliverance ? Did you not think your 
Religion was in danger? Did not you think your 
Claims to your Lands and Liberties ( as Matters then 
ſtood) were very precarious ? What were your Fears 


then ? What were your Complaints ? What were your 


Deſires ? What were your Thoughts, and your Diſcourſes 
then of Arbitrary Power ? Did not thoſe who have great 
Eſtates often think with themſelves, what little pittances 
of Land wonld be left them, when their Church and Abby- 
Lands ſhonld be appropriated to thoſe Uſes the Papilts 
formerly applied them unto? Nay, were you not ſome- 
times perplexed with Fears, that the reft of your Lands 
myft be ceaſed to make amends for the long Alienation of 
the other? Were you not in doubt, that if Help did not 
ſpeedily arrive, your Eſfates, your Goods, your Lives 
would be claim'd as forfeited, becauſe the Owners of them 
were Hereticks ? Did you not really believe that ſuch De- 
figns were on foot, that if French Forces ſhould come 


over before you had Help, your Dangers would be akto- 
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gether Remedilefs'; that your Ruia and Deſtruction would 
be irreverſible ? Were not theſe your real Apprehenfions and 
Fears ? Have you not often ſolemnly declared ſo much your 
ſelves? How then ſhould you now value and improve this 
Deliverance ? If you had not fuch Fears and Thouglns, why 
did you make ſuch Clamours ? How can you be reconciled 
to the Practices you applied your ſelves nato ? How could 
you reconcile your ſelves then to the Courſes you took ? 

God hath now wonderfully delivered us from what ſome 
felt, and from what we all feared. He hath. accom- 
pliſhed our Deliverance in a very miraculons manger, 
making the Winds, the Seas, and the more inconſtanc 
Minds of moſt of all ſorts of People, to concur to help on 
our Deliverance. 

There is no occaſion of my making a large Relation of 
this Deliverance. What I am ſpeaking of, was not done 
in a Corner, nor in a Time your Memories cannot reach 
unto. '» Youcan eaſily inform your ſelves about it, you can 
Jaſtruct one another concerning it.j-, You may eakly have 

recourſe to particular Accounts which are publiſhed. 

Yet. there is one thing which 1 would: juſt hint unto 
you, relating to this Deliverance, which if we have not 
a regard unto, we cannot poſlibly ſer a juſt Eſtimate upon 
K : Anditis a Conſideration of that Nature, which as it 


hath a tendency to ſhame and humble us, {o to demon- 


ſtrate, that our preſent Deliverance-is remarkably diſtin- 
—_ from, and ' made more conſiderable than any of 
the other Deliverances God hath been pleaſed to work for 
this Land. | 
Ir may be an unpleaſing Intimation to ſome People, 
but I dare not forbear to mention it, now I am diſcour- 
ting on this Subject. Dawbing with untempered Mortar, 
hath greatly indangered both Church and >tate already. 
People muſt not be {ootbed up in their Sins and Impeni- 
tence: Ir is high cime for us all to be humbled. We can- 
nor pratſe God arighc, and. give him the Glory due for 
this Deliverance, tall we throughly debaſe our ſelves be- 
fore him. 
Now that which I would deſire you all to take notice 
of, with reference unto our preſent Deliverence is _ 
= at 
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That we our ſelves had a main Hand in bringing our ſelves 
into that dangerous Eſtate, out of which God hath deli- 
vered us: We advanced Notions, and countenanced Pra- 
tices, which did exceedingly ſerve and pleaſe our Popiſh 
Adverſaries ; and opened a way for them to enter confi- 


dently on many of thoſe Methods which we found to be 


very uneaſy, and of dangerous conſequence z and of which 
we thought it was very fit to complain. 

God hath ſeveral times tendered us D:liverance, but 
ſome of his Offers we have lampoord; with reference un- 
to others of them, we have done worſe. It is certain the 
Papiſts have, fince we can remember, formed a great 
many Deſigns againſt us, but they went not on very pro- 
ſperouſly with any of them, till we refuſed to be convin- 
ced by Miracle ; and inſtead of believing their Plots, and 
endeavouring to prevent their Succeſs, did. give. them our 
Aſſiſtance, and contrived more effeCually againſt our own 
Intereſts than they could. :NowtThis is the Wonder of our 
Deliverance, that-God.iftenid ſave us, when we had in- 
duſtriouſly pult'd Roin-upon our ſelves; and had ſhut -our 
Eyes ſo falt, fer fear we ſhould perceive our Enemies De- 
ſigns, and had'help'd them with all our Might, to forward 
their Purpoſe. 

Our Predeceſlors were ſometimes on the brink of Ruin ; 
but that was their Misfortune, not their Fault : They did 
not hoodwinck themſelves, out of. a narrow peeviſh Suſpi- 
cion, that their Adverſaries Diſappointment would prove 
roo general a Good, Nor is it ſo much to be wondered 
at, that Providence ſhould interpoſe extraordinarily to 
prevent the utter deſtruction of an harmleſs innocent Peo- 
ple, who are only devoted to Ruin, by the Craft and Ma- 
lice of a ſort of Creatures, in whoſe Compoſition the 
principal Ingredients are Falſkood and Cruelty. But not- 
withſtanding our own faultineſs, and our being ſo far ac- 
cellary to our own Trouble ad Danger, God hath ſaved 
ns. He hath proceeded ſo far, as to faſten a very happy 
Deliverance on us ; | pray God it may not appear, that he 
hath done it againſt many of our Wills. This preſent De- 
hverance ſhould be remembred by us, and conſidered par- 
ticularly as thus circumſtanced. It we reflect on the 

Eſtate 
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Eſtate we were in a Twelve-month ago, and then conſider . 

in what a happy Alteration we found our ſelves a few 

Weeks after, we may be juſtly ſurprized : And if we are 

under either a truly religious, or ration3l Influence, we 

mult be neceſſitated to acknowledg, that the Lord hath done 
great Things for 6. | 

But my Buſineſs is not to attempt a Deſcription of this | 
great Work -of God, whereon he hath ſo viſibly imprinted | 
the faireſt Characters of his own tranſcendent PerfeCtions. 
A ſilent awful Adminiſtration feems. beſt to fuit with the ' 
aſtoniſhing luſtre and brightneſs of thoſe Divine Excellen- 
cies which appear there.-. The, moſt ſignificative and em- 
phatical Expreſſions we can uſe, in ſpeaking of this glorious 
Work, will but leſſen and diminifh irs Greatneſs. We can 
no more provide words,which will exactly inſtruct People in 
the Peculiarities, and diſtinguiſhing Properties of this great 
Salvation, than we can provide Colours which will fully re- 
preſent unto them the Meridian Brightneſs. Our Souls and 
Aﬀections will be moſt powerfully wrought on,and touch'd, 
by a due and ſerious Contemplation, and view of this Mi- 
racle of Power and Goodneſs, juſt as God himſelf hath ſet 
it before us. | 

Our great Care ſhould now be, that- we make a good — 

Uſe and Improvement of what God hath already done . 

for us. He hath now put an Opportunity into our Hands : 

if we miſtake now, and fail of obtaining what 1s the Leſire 

and Hope of all good Men, the fixing of the Proteſtanr 

Intereſt, and the. ſetling of our Civil Aﬀairs on ſuch ; 
bottoins, as may render them not ſubject to Prophane | ; 
and Arbitrary Violations, the Fault will be wholly our 
OWN. 

We have abuſed many Deliverances already : God is 
now trying us once more. | It. concerns us to take care we 
do not abule this Deliverance, leſt- our God ſhould reſolve | 
to leave off making Experiments on us for our Good, and ; 
fhould entirely reſign us up to them, who have long ear- | 
neſtly deſired to have us under their Tutorage. It is onr 
Duty now, to apply our ſelves to thoſe Courſes, which | 
have the plaineſt and moſt direct teadency, to preſerve | 


and promote our Happineſs. Therefore | will proceed, 
Secondly, 
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Secondly, To acquaint you what we ſhould do to fecure 
to our {elves the Mercies we do enjoy, and that the pre- 


_ Deliverance may grow up © its juſt- Perfeftion. 
And, 


Firſt, We ſhould humble our ſelves in-good earneſt 'be- 
fore the Lord for our paſt Sins, and eſpecially for the 
horrible Abominations which have ſo exceedingly pre- 
vail'd in this Land. God hath been pleaſed to uſe various 
Methods with us, but we have hitherto refuſed to be re- 
claimed : Qur Iniquities'and Tranfgreſſions have equalled 
all his Difpenſations towards us, and this not only for 
number, but they have borg a proportion in their Malig- 
nity, to what bath been fingular, and more eminently 
remarkable in all his Providences. Our Sins were a while 


fince multiplied and encreaſed to' a prodigious degree ; 


we committed thoſe Sins with-an high hand, in a daring 
confident manner, which our Anceſtors would have blaſh'd 
at the thoughts of, and which civilized Perſons in other 


Countries would have been aſham'd to have heard men- 


tioned. The Infetion of our Sins was ſpread over all 
the Land, our Guilt was become general, and we appeared 
1ipe for Vengeance. Clouds did immediately ariſe, Storms 
did threaten vs, our Dangers became apparent, we began 
generally to have black Apprehenſions, and we feared 
that a more fatal Stroke would fall on us than we had ever 
yet ſuffered under. This was a time for a ſerious and ge- 
neral Humiliation : Bat we may eaſily remember how de- 


feive we were in this Point. It will become us therefore © 


now to betake our ſelves to the true and thorow perfor- 
mance of this Duty. : 

And if we would every one make a ſtrict and impartial 
Scrutiny into our own Hearts, and Conſciences, and Lives, 
and finding out our own Sins in particular, with their ſe- 
veral Aggravations, would acknowledg them unto God 


with brokenneſs of Heart and Godly Sorrow, earneſHy in- 


treat for Pardon, and implore Divine Aid for the future, 


there would a very happy Alteration ſoon appear amongſt | 


us : We ſhould then. be admirably prepared for all thofe 


bleiled Fruits, this pregnant inſtance of Divine Mercy we 


art 
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at t enjoy, and do at this time commemorate, would 
aſſuredly draw after ic, to a People fo diſpoſed. 

Beſides, our doing thas every one by himſelf, it may 
be of great vſe for tho of every Order amongſt vs, to 
conſideAhar have been the moſt predominant Sins amon 
the generality of that Order, and to bewail thoſe in a 
ſpecial manner ; and to ſearch out fuck Remedies as are 
moſt r. for the healing thoſe Breaches which theſe 
have made in onr Church and State. ANI Orders of People 
have rranſgreſſed, and every Order there have been 
culiar Offences ; which have contributed much ro the in- 
flaming of God's Wrath, and heightning of that Gnikt 
under which our Church and State have groaned. No- 
bles, Magiſtrates, Gentry, Commonaky, and thoſe of 
every Degree and Order in the Church, ſhonld Jabour to 
be acquainted with the Plague of their-own Hearts,. and to. 
bewail the Wickednefſes which have more eſpectally pre- 
vailed amongſt thoſe of their own Quality Rank. Al 
Sins are hurtful, but-the Sins of thoſe who are.in Publick 
Offices, which are of a groſs and heinous Nature, . and 
have a ſpecial relation to their Offices, are extreamly dan- 
perous. Theſe are Wounds in the Church and State, of 


which great care mult be taken, or elſe they witf proye-of

very dreadful Conſequence. Is there no Balm in Gilead ? 
Er there mo Phyſician there ? Why then is not the Health of the 
Daughter of thy People recovered ? | 

- We ſhould all likewiſe endeavour to be duly affeted with 
the great Guilt the Nation Hes under in peneral. What 
2 general Neglect, and even Contempt of the Laws and 
Ordinances of God, are we chargeable with? Have not all 


forts of horrible Wickednefſes abounded amongſt us ? ' 


Have they not paſt abroad every where without any check . 
and contronl ? 1 fay, have they not met in moſt places with - 
very much countenance and tncouragement, even from . 
thoſe who ſhonld have reprimanded and puniſh'd them, 
and who were inclined to refleft with ſeverity on other 
prattices, which the' Scriptures give no ill Charatter of ? 
Have we not all great cauſe to mourn, that groſs injuſtice, 
Unmercifulneſs, Oppreſlion, Inſatiablenefs, Whoredom, 
Drankenacſs, and fach kind of Vices-and os 
ave 
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have gone bare-faced amongſt us, and been gloried in? 
Have not the Generality among(t us, given up themſelves 
to. their Sports, and Pleaſures, and Vanities, when the 
Judgments of God have been viſibly amongſt us? How 
many - new ways have been deviſed of late, to ſin againſt 
God ? What Temptations and Provocations to exceſs have 


been invented and applauded ? Have not multitudes ar- - 


rived to an impudent contempt of God's Threatnings, 
and to make a Sport at thoſe who have warned them from 
the Holy Scriptures, 'of the Righteous Judgments of the 
Lord ? And to ridicule all ſerious Application to the great 
Eſſentials of Religion, and concern for the Truth and 
Spirituality of God's Worſhip and Service ? It cannot, 
with any regard to Truth and Modeſty, be denied, that 
theſe things have had too much ſway and influence in 
this Land. And theſe and the like Sins do portend very 
ill to a Nation where they do prevail, and obtain allow- 
ance. Therefore we ſhould humble our ſelves deeply on 
theſe Accounts, that our Land may be preſerved from 
the Fearful Conſequences ſuch Wickedneſles do ordinari- 
Iy. draw after them. 

And now the more Publick, Solemn, and General our 
Humiliation ſhall be, the better will the Remedy be pro- 


portioned to our Diſeaſe, and the better will our de- 


portment ſuit with that State into which God hath now 
brought us. For God hath not, by giving us this De- 
liverance, diſcharged us from the Duty of true Humilia- 
tion and ſound Repentance : But he hath rather the more 
indiſpenſably obliged us unto it; having now removed 


thoſe obſtacles out of our way, which we might lately, 


retend did obſtruct the publick performance of it. And 
if God hath done ſo much for us, before we did addreſs 
our ſelves to it with a due folemnity ; What may we 
expect he will do for us, after that we have teſtified aright 
our ;lothing of our ſelves, and our deteſtation of all 
thoſe Courſes whereby we had provoked his Diſpleaſure ? 
Yea, we ſhall Praiſe him the better, and more accep- 
tably for all his Works of Grace and Mercy towards us, 
by how much the deeper ſenſe we have of our own 
unworthineſs, and by how much the lower we fall in

Will you anſwer, 
You are not under ſuch Circumſtances ? ?Tis true ; But be 
thankful . that, you- are not ; bleſs God heartily for the 
Deliverance this Day minds you. of, and chearfully part 
with whatſoever is expedient to preſerve you in the good 
Eſtate you: are in at preſent, and ſecure you from the 
Outrages other Proteſtants. have trial of... Learn to under- 
ſtand, and faithfully perform your Duty. to your. Sove- 
raign, and. do ſomething more than ordinary now - to 
wipe off that foul Blemiſh ſo lately contracted on Engliſh- 
Men. -, Let ſomething be done ſpeedily, that it become not 
an indelible Reproach to our Nation, that our Eſtates were 
 unmeaſurably. under-valued to defraud our Prince. But, 
that is not all, for- ſparing the Name this Practice de- 
ſerves under the former Conſideration, our *playing ſuch 
Pranks is an unpardonable Childiſhneſs; for we herein 
cheat and deceive our ſelyes : and bleſſed be God, that we 
have ſuch a Prince, that we cannot poſlibly wrong him, 
but we muſt trebly damage our ſelves. Tho. you are not 
{enſible of this at preſent, yet time will make the Truth 
of it ſenſibly evident. Lord ! What ſhall be done to purge 
away the horrible Guilt contracted on this Land, if the 
late Aſſeſſors have throughout the Nation performed their 
Oaths no better than they have in ſome Countries ? Our 
King ventured.his Zife and his Fortunes, not in Word and 
empty Profefſion, but. in Truth and Reality, for our Good ; 
and ſhall we be averſe to part with a little Mony to ſettle 
and ſecure our ſelves in that good Eſtate, into which, by 
the Bleſſing of God, he hath brought us ? Is this your 
Gratitude, your Duty, your Loyalty to your Soveraign ? 
not to. ſay your Love to your ſelves, and your Concern 
for the Publick ?

What 
have we our Eſtates, Lands, and Poſleſſfions continved; 
and confirmed a-new unto us for, but that we may h- 
berally impart the ſame vnto thoſe, and for the proecy- 
ring of their Deliverance, who have loſt all for-rhe ſake:

ſecuted in the World ? If you were in their Eſtate,

More particularly, we ſhould take care every one of us 
to improve this Deliverance, to the rendering of us more 
true and ſerviceable to the Proteſtant Intereſt in this 
Kingdom. To which end we ſhould improve it, 


1ſt. To make us more careful to be thorowly in- 
ſtructed in the Grounds and Principles, and the ſeveral 
Truths and parts of the Proteſtant Religion, and to get 
our Souls truly affefted with the Importance and Confſe- 
quence, the Goodneſs and Excellency .of every one of 
them. The Papiſts themſelves are neceſlitated to ac- 
knowledg we have no poſitive Articles of Faith: but 
what are warranted by the Word of God, and that our 
Worſhip and Adminiſtrations are all for the ſubſtance 
of them authorized by :the Word of God.

t. Its Falſenefs. There is not any thing offers a more 
rude affront unto God, in every thing that is moſt dear and 
render unto him, than Popery doth. It proceeds to that 
height of Blaſphemy, as to make him an Authorizer and 
Approver of the moſt ſhameful and nonſenfical Idolatries * 
which were ever deviſed. It repreſents him as impoſing 
vpon Men the moſt contradictious Nonſenſe, that was ever 
invented ; yea, as teaching and inſtituting thoſe very In- 
ſtances. which do moſt obviouſly, and in expreſs Terms, 
contradict his own plaineſt Dc@rines, and moſt poktive 
Inſtitutions. All this is evident, in their Doctrine of wor- 
ſhipping the Hoſt, Tranſubſtantiation, worſhipping lma- 
ges, withholding the Cup, 1n the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper from the People, denying the People the uſe of the- 
Scriptures, and praying in an unknown Language, &c. 


2. Its 
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2. Its Immoratity. It finds ont ways to reconcile the 
moſt horrid Debaocheries, with the eaſy Hopes of Heayen. 
Its Doctrines of Purgatory, Abfotations, Penances, . Indul- 
gences, &c. dv incourage thoſe who will entertain them, 
to all manner of looſneſſes. It provides to embolden Peo- 
ple in every Vice, beyond all the Reſtraints of Shame here, 
and of Fear as to hereafter. 

3. Its Cruelty. This is its very Nature ahd Geftius. It 
was bred and noutiſh'd, and has ſwoln it ſelf to that migh- 


o Bulk wherein it now appears in the World, by being 
r 


ench'd in Blood. What Maſlacres hath it committed ? 


How many Throats have been cut, how many People have 


been forced to bleed to Death, that its inſatiable Thirſt 
might have ſuch Draughts as would a little qualify it ? 
What barbarods and inhumane Devices hath it found out 
to torture the beſt Chriſtians ? How abundantly hath it 
exerted its Rage in all the Methods of Cruelty and Vio- 
lence in this Kingdom ? In what matiner hath it of late, 
yea, doth it at preſent diſplay its miſchievous, cruel, mer- 
cileſs, and uncompaſſionate Nature in France ? 


3ly. To get your Minds thorowly purged from all 
vnjuft Prejudices, and perſwaded of the Means you have a 
right to make uſe of, to defend your Religion, if any for- 
cible and illegal Methods ſhould be uſed againſt it. 1 do 
not juſtify any Violence, and immoderare Severity to- 
wards any, on the account of Differences in Religion. 1 
look on that as an Inhumane and Antichriſtian Wicked- 
neſs. I heartily wiſh, even with reference anto Papilſts, 
that they may find ſuch courteons ahd gentle Uſaze, that 
our Meekne{s and Kindneſs towards them, after all Pro- 
vocations, may effetally convince them, that our Religion 
is truly Divine, and that theirs muſt needs be of a quire 
contrary Original, which engages them to ſuch rude and 
barbarous Behaviours towards Proteſtatits, whenever the 


_ getan Advantage ovet them. But ler chem know withal, 


that'if they will not live peaceably, but will ſtill be renew- 
ing their wicked Attempts againſt us, we do underſtand 
the Right we have to defend our own Cauſe, and bring 
the anjuſt Invadors of our Rights and Religion to con-

dign Puniſhment. And that we are reſolved to approve 
our ſelves as valiant and couragious in maintaining the 
Rights of the Proteſtant Religion in common, having the 
Government on our ſide, as we ſhould have been obliged to 
have approved our ſelves patient and void of all oppoſi- 
tion, it the Government had been againſt us. 


Fifthly. We ſhould all do our utmoſt, according to the 
Capacities and Places we are in, to promote a general Re- 
formation : That ſuch a courſe of practice may every- 
where prevail, as doth beſt ſuit with the Nature and Ten- 
dency of that Faith we profeſs, and may be moſt expreſ- 
ſive of Reſentments which do in ſome meaſure correſpond 
with the late Demonſtration God hath given of his Con- 
cern for our Holy Religion. And if we do ſo, we need 
rot doubt but God will heighten the Felicity he hath now 
introduced amongſt us to that degree, Their M3jeſties ſhall 
have all the Satisfaction which can ſpring from a numerous 
Body of moſt Obedient and Faithful Subjects, and We ſhall 
inherit all the Bleſlings Heaven can promiſe, under the Go- 
vernment and happy Influence of Princes ſo peculiarly de- 
ſigned to make a ſinking and unworthy People, glorious. 
Hath not God obliged us, in the moſt ſolemn manner, by 
delivering us out of the Hands of our moſt formidable 
Enemies, to obſerve his Statutes, and keep his Laws, and 
ſerve him in Holineſs and Righteouſneſs all our Days ? And 
if we refuſe to do thus, what can we in reaſon expect, 
but that our Sun ſhall ſet before Noon, and that our Deli- 
verance, like our Goodneſs, ſhall paſs away, as the morning 
Cloud, and early Dew? If we be not now reformed in 
our Lives; what can the Event of preſent Matters be, but 
that we ſhall walk, in Obſcurity, and our Plagues become 
ſuch, as will make us a Terror, a Scorn, and a By-word to 
all who ſhall hear what God hath done for ws? God turneath 
Rivers into a Wilderneſs, and Water-ſprings into dry Ground ; 
and a fruitful Land into Barrenneſs, for the Wickedneſs of 
them that dwell therein. God doth now plainly offer us © 
things Great and Good, beyond all Expreſſion : our great- 
eſt and only Danger is from our ſelves, leſt by continuing 
to do Evil,, we make all his Gracious Purpoſes abortive. 
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At what Inſtant I ſhall ſpeak, concerning 4 ation, and cone 
cerning 4 Kingdom, to build and to plant it ;, If it do evil in my 
ſight, that it obey not my Voice, then ] will repent of the Good 
wherewith 1 ſaid 1 would benefit them, 

If we now refuſe to remember this Deliverance, ſo as 
to know the Righteouſneſs of the Lord, and ſhall, by our con- 
tinuing in our Evil Courſes, ſtop the Current of Mercy, 
when -o abundantly flowing in upon us, whatcan we ex- 
pect, but that God will glorify his Juſtice, by inflicting 
on us to the uttermolt, all the Curſes which are due to 
ſuch aggravated Ingratitude and Diſobedience ? Hath not 
this been God's wonted Mcthod with People, when they 
have arrived to ſuch a prodigious obſtinacy'in their Sins, 
they would not be reclaimed by his moſt remarkable Ap-. 
pearances.for their Help ? They forgat God thesr' Saviour, 
which had done great Things in Egypt : Wondrow Works 1n 
the Land of Ham, and terrible Things by, the Red-Sea. T here- 
fore he ſaid that he would deſtroy them, Therefore was the 
Wrath of the Lord kindled againſt hs People, inſomuch that be 
abhorred bis own Inheritance, And he gave them into the 
Hand of the Heathen, and they that hated them, ruled over 
them. Their Enemies alſo oppreſſed them, and they were brought 
into. ſubjettion under their Hand, See Fer. 15.6, 7. Det. 
28. 4724S. It is Righteouſneſs that exalteth a Nation ;, but. 
Sin 14 a Repreach to any People. 

Great Diſorders and Irregularities have prevailed a- 
mongſt us; and we. may eaſily revive the Memory of 
what they had juſt brought upon us. It is to be hoped, 
that thoſe Diſorders which related to Publick Offices, 
and Great Societies, will be taken into Conſideration, by 
thoſe who can provide the moſt proper and effectual Re- 
medies. May we never have occaſion to complain, that - 
Judgment 1 turned away backward, that Juſtice ſtandeth a-- 
far off ; that Truth is fallen in the Streets, and Equity can- 
mot enter That Truth faileth, and he that departeth from 
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Jer.18, 9,10.

May thoſe'to whom it pertains to make an Inſpeftion 
into the State of our Church, contribtte what underſtand- 
ing and good Men ought to do, that what is amif there, 
may be rectified, and Exuberances may be lopped off. 
That thoſe in the Miniſtry, whoſe Abilities are not incon- 
ſiderable, -may be obliged to imploy their Talents diligent- 
ly for the Benefit of thoſe they are more immediately re- 
lated unto. And that Places of good Conſideration may 
not any longer be confined to the ſcanty Allowances of 
the cheapeſt Curats. And that if any who have no tole- 
rable ſufficiency for the Sacred FunCtion, have by any in- 
direCt Methods crept into the Office, ſome due Care may 
be taken touching an Aﬀair of ſach Conſequence. * My 
« Heart bleeds within me ( faith Arch-Biſhop Abbot, in 
« one of his Leftures upon Forah) to think of the miſc- 
<« rable Condition of the precious Souls of many People, 
« who have ſuch Miniſters as Joh. Aventinus ſpeaks of,

Let 
ſuch be careful-that thoſe under their Governiment be well | 
inſfructed in the: Principles .of - the :Proteftant Religion, 
and the Preccpts,/ and Rules 'of Good Living, and that 
they be inured to a pious and vertuous courſe of Life.

And how many 
Incentives to Love and Peace may we eaſily perceive, if 
we do but view the happy Effects of the Chriſtian Tem- 
per where-ever i hath prevailed ? At firſt, the multitude 
of them who believed were of one Heart, and of one 
Soul ; and might we who profeſs the ſame Religion, and 
are under the ſame Obligations with them, arrive at the 
ſame pitch, our Happineſs would be as firm and ynalte- 
rable as our Faith is. 

The ſad Effects our late Animoſities did produce ſhould 


retrieve us to our Senſes and Wits, and diſpoſe us to - 


ſuch a Friendlineſs amongſt our ſelyes, as may not be any 
more broke or ruffled. Did we not ſtruggle to that de- 
gree againſt our fellow-Proteſtants, and fellow-Subjefts,
